(3) (&) A motion for reconsideration of the vote by which a proposal is passed, adopted,
concurredn, indefinitely postponedgjected, or nonconcurred in may be entered: 1) before the
relatingclause of the next proposal is read by the clerk, the nextafrdesiness is announced by
the presiding dicer, or other business is begun; or 2) on-the Y&tlorder of business on the-next
roll-call 2nd leqislativeday thereafter Any motion to reconsider such final action shall be talen
immediatelyif the roll call day on which it is entered is already the 2nd or a later actual day following
the vote constituting final action on the proposal, but consideration of any other motion for
reconsideratiomf such final action, entered on the i@l day following the day on which the final
actionwas taken, shall be laid over and placedhencalendar for the first legislative day that occurs
atleast 2 calendar days after the decision was made.

AssemBLY RuLE 99. Fiscal estimates. (1) The speaker or presidindicér may request from
the legislative fiscal bureau an original fiscal estimate on a bill if the speaker or presitleg of
believesthat a fiscal estimate on the bill will not be completed by the state agency assigned to prepare
the fiscal estimate before the bill receivepublic hearing, is voted on by an assembly standing
committeeor is considered by the assembly

(2) An original fiscal estimate prepared under sub. (1) shall be submittedlegisiative
referencebureau for review by the requester under joint rule 48 and for reproduction and insertion
in the bill jacket envelope. The fiscal estimdtewever may not be reproduced or inserted if the
fiscal estimate prepared by the statgency is available for reproduction and insertion before the
fiscal estimate prepared under sub. (1).
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(3) Unless otherwise determined by the assenfdalyre to receive a fiscal estimate requested
undersub. (1) on a bill that already has one or more oridisabl estimates does not delay
consideratiorof the bill. Unless otherwise determined by the asserfalyre to receive a fiscal
estimaterequested othehan under sub. (1) on a bill that already has one or more original fiscal
estimatesequested under sub. (1) does not delay consideration of the bill.
